SCOTTISH CHURCH NOTES.

I fear that the formal opposition which will be 
offered by Scotland to the Patronage Bill will convey 
a very inadequate idea of the amount of dislike 
to it which exists. Various things have combined to 
induce men to look listlessly on while the job is 
being perpetrated. One is a sense of helplessness. 
The Tories, it is known, have the legions at their 
back. If they have a mind to carry the measure 
they can, by the sheer force of the vote. And the 
loudest outcries of Scottish Liberals will no more be 
regarded than the whistling of the wind. What's 
the use of petitioning under such ciroumstances “ is 
the question which, in consequence, you often hear 
asked. Then others have become infected with a 
Quixotic generosity. It is a bad bill, they admit, a 
shockingly bad bill, and it will really do no good to 
anybody, but then the Established Church folk 
have set their hearts upon it, and it is a pity to dis- 
appoint them. They do indeed cut a ridiculous 
figure in coming to adopt Free Church principles so 
late in the day and in accepting a Christian right as 
a gift from the Government. But all that is their own 
look out. We have got what we want, let us agree to 
let them have what they want in their own way.

THE NEW HOMICIDE BILL. 
To the Editor of tha Nonconformia. 

Sin,—A much-needed and very comprehensive bill 
has been introduced into the House of Commons by the 
Right Hon. Rusrell Gurney, with a view to import 
some degree of regularity and consistency into that 
part of English jurispradence which for many years 
has been in a state of chace—the laws affecting homicide. 
In preparing this important measure, it is understood 
that Mr. Gurney has had the able assistance of Mr. 
Fitsjames Stephen, the learned framer of the universally 
praised Indian Code. The bill consists of more than 
forty clauses, and constitutes a sort of general 
codification of the enactments relating to murder, 
manslaughter, and infanticide. Many of the definitions 
and qualifying clauses are models of precision and clear 
expression.

SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 
(From a Correspondent in the Gallery.) 

The House of Commons, making a slight alvera- 
tion in the dictum of Tom Moore, is of the opinion 
that the best of all ways to lengthen its legislative 
days is to take a few hours from the early morning. 
Thus, after promptly getting on Thursday night 
into the adjourned debate on the report upon the 
amendments to the Licensing Act, and meeting a 
difficulty half-way, it remained at work till one 
o’clock on Friday morning. The difficulty was not 
on the point as to whieh hour public-houses 
were to reopen on Sunday evenings. Nothing 
could excel Mr. Cross’s anxiety to meet critics or 
anybody on that question. In fact, a well- 
oiled weathercock could not have more 
readily obeyed the varying impulse of the wind, 
than did the Home Secretary twirl about and accept 
anything the House pleased to suggest on this point. 
First of all he proposed in the original bill to fix 
the hour at six. Then a gust of wind came from 
some secret quarter aud blew him round till his 
hand pointed to the mystic figure seven. Scarcely 
had he got unmistakeably fixed in this position than 
breezes from below the gangway on the Conserva- 
tive side, from the Opposition benches, and from 
the Ministerial benches, united with such a terrible 
roar, that the right hon. weathercock, after flutter- 
ing from side to sidein a manner piteous to behold, and 
after feebly fluttering about the figures ‘‘ten minutes 
to six” and a quarter to six,” got back to ix 
o'clock.” But there were technical objections to 
the registering of this final change on the evening 
when it occurred, and accordingly it was not till 
Thursday, when the bill had entered upon a fresh 
stage, that Mr. Cross was enabled to move to re- 
introduce the word six in the clause.

Old-fashioned Stories. By Tuomas Coorzn, 
author of the “‘ Purgatory of Saicides,” Ko., Xe. 
(Hodder and Stoughton.) Mr. Thomas Cooper here 
republishes a number of stories, which were written 
by him when (not languishing, but improving his 
time as a brave man only can) he lay in Stafford 
gaol for Chartiam. To such a man confinement 
could hardly be a pure burden ; for here he shows 
humour, creative skill, and real imagination, 
though the canvasses are not large. No doubt we 
have here reminiscences of some of the characters 
whom Mr. Cooper met with in his young days, but 
they are improved upon in the light of Mr. Cooper’s 
mind, There is rare fun in ‘‘ Merry England—No

Christ and the Church, Sermons on the Apostolic 


This is a series of ten discourses on 
Matthew xxviii. 18—20. The preacher does not 
combat error by direct attack, but devotes himself 
to the exposition of the inspired word, in à simple, 
believing spirit. We do not find in these discourses 
any attempt at original thought, as it is called, nor 
any apparent effort to meet the difficulties of the 
day. Mr. Saphir is an orthodox believer of the old- 
fashioned type, and his sermons, resting upon asettled 
base of fixed opinion, will not meet the cravings of 
those who are dissatisfied with the creeds, and 
crying out for clearer intellectual vision. But there 
is a tender earnestness of spirit, a warmth of 
Christian love, a fervour of devotion towards our 
Lord Jesus Christ, in Mr. Saphir’s discourses, 
which must have given them great power when 
listened to, and which constitutes their value when 
read. 

The Apostolical Fathers: A Critical Account of 
their Genuine Writings, and of their Doctrines. By 
Jaun Dowatpson, LL. D. (Macmillan and Co.) This 
work was originally published ten years ago, as the 
first volume of a Critical History of Christian 
Literature and Doctrine, from the Death of the 
** Apostles to the Nicene Council.” It is needless to 
enlarge on the value of such a manual from the 
hand of Dr. Donaldson. The most complete know- 
ledge of his subject, an exquisite critical tact, and a 
genuinely catholic temper of soul, are apparent ir 
every page. Incidentally the book becemes a theo- 
logical treatise, and while no stadent of Church 
history can read it without finding everywhere 
warnings against sectarian narrowness of view, no 
earnest Christian can read it without finding aids 
to edification. There is one practical lesson, how- 
ever, which comes out as the result of all the 
author's labours, on which he does not dwell as 
much as it deserves: the confidence which modern 
Christians may well feel in interpreting the Scrip- 
tures of the New Testament, apart from the autho- 
rity of the writers of the first century. These good 
men, whatever their merits, were certainly not 
learned interpreters, and while we honour their 
piety we have reason to think of them much rather 
as Apostolical children than as Apostolical Fathers. 
Such as they were, they are happy in having Dr. 
Donaldson for their expounder eighteen hundred 
years after their departure. 

The CM Faith and the New, A Confession. By 
David Friepericu Sreavss. Third English 
edition. Translated (with final preface), and an 
memoir of the author. By Marnmos 
Burp. (Asher and Co.) This is a very neat edi- 
tion of a rather mournful book. Reading the 
memoir somewhat relieves the feeling of sadness, in | 
the recognition of Strauss’s entire sincerity. He 
lost his ip, was ostracised and perse- 
cuted, and driven even from teaching into private 
life, where he lived a life of meditation. Some of 
the anecdotes of his simple pious ancestors are 
touching. The picture of his grandfather, David 
Friederich, here given, is worth extracting, the more 
especially that from him and his mother the great 
modern critic is said to have derived his leading 
traits of character:

And this gentle protest, long smouldering in the 
minds of his progenitors, took extreme shape in the 
logical demonstration of the son. The memoir is 
well written, and has a kind of elevated interest, 
derived so far from the fact that the writer brings 
a certain enthusiasm to the subject. Of the main 
body of the book, we spoke at the tims of its first 
appearance in an English dress, and have no need 
now to repeat what we then said of its logical 
vigour, its coldness, and the saddening impressions 
derived from it. 

First Lessons in the Principles of Cooking. In 
Three Parts. By Lady Barker. (Macmillan and 


Co.) This is a very well and carefully written 
manual. Lady Barker of course does not profess to 
be a chemist, able to proceed on the results of her 
own researches, but she has skilfully condensed 
and presented the principles of chemistry so far as
